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According to this Information in July or August 
i 960 , ROBESON paid a visit to the FDJ Central HQ school 
located at Bogensee, near Bernau, Bezirk Potsdam, and was 
conducted on an inspection tour of the installation 
During the inspection, the students were assembled in one 

of the large auditoriums and introduced to the singer. ■ 
Informant did not know who sponsored the visit, but he 
stated that a representative of the school made the 
introductory speech.

ROBESON had encountered in obtaining a passport, spoke 
briefly on the singer* s fame, and then turned the meeting
